Thug awaits 
sentence for 
train attack

A FOOTBALL thug from 
Kennington has pleaded 
guilty for his part in a 
vicious attack on passen¬ 
gers on a train. 

Andrew Spicer, 38, from Hurst 
Road was one of six men appearing 
at Southwark Crown Court. 

He was part of a gang of 16 Crystal 
Palace supporters who went on a 
violent rampage through the train 
kicking, punching and head-butting 
passengers. 

The incident occurred at 
Sydenham railway station in 
September last year. The train con¬ 
tained Charlton Athletic supporters, 
but many members of the public 
were caught up in the violence, 
including women and children. 

British Transport Police conducted 
a dawn raid in order to arrest Spicer 
in November last year. 

Guilty 

Detective Inspector Keith Bennett 
said: “The train contained Charlton 
Athletic supporters travelling to a 
game at Crystal Palace as well as 
ordinary members of the public. 

“A 24-year-old Charlton Athletic 
fan suffered a broken nose in the 
attack and several other passengers 
were head-butted, punched and ver¬ 
bally abused during the incident.” 

Up to 150 officers from British 
Transport Police and the Met were 
involved in the investigation. 

Of the 16 men arrested, 12 pleaded 
guilty and four went to trial after 
being charged with violent disorder. 

Although Spicer pleaded guilty at 
the beginning of the three-week hear¬ 
ing in October, he has had to wait 
until the conclusion of the other cases 
to be given a date for sentencing. 

Ten members of the gang, who 
have already been sentenced in April 
this year, were given jail terms 
between 24-40 months for what the

judge described as “mob conduct at 
its worst”. 

They have also been issued football 
banning orders preventing them 
from attending matches or travelling 
on the railways for up to ten years on 
match days. 

DI Bennett added: “Members of the 
travelling public, including law-abid¬ 
ing football fans, have the right to 
travel in safety on match days. 

“The violence that ordinary mem¬ 
bers of the public were subjected to 
on the day in question was utterly 
appalling. These final guilty verdicts 
are a pleasing end to year-long 
investigation.” 

Mick Everett, operations director at 
Championship side Charlton Athletic, 
said: “This was a totally unprovoked 
and vicious attack on our supporters 
travelling to the game and also mem¬ 
bers of the general public going about 
their daily business.” 

Spicer is due to be sentenced on 
December 5.

Furniture company 
leaves retail park

Congregation 
to hear tales 
of Iraq conflict

THOUSANDS are set to take to the 
streets of Ashford and Tenterden 
and their villages this weekend for 
Remembrance Sunday. 

And at a ceremony in Ashford town centre 
this weekend, a soldier injured during fighting 
in Afghanistan will address the congregation to 
help remember those victims of recent conflicts 
as well as the two world wars. 

British Legion groups from around the bor¬ 
ough are preparing themselves for the annual 
ceremonies which take place this weekend 
ahead of Armistice Day on November 11. 

David Lamb, from Ashford Christian 
Fellowship and chaplain for the British Legion, 
has invited Captain L Roberts - who has just 
returned from fighting in Iraq and Afghanistan 
- to give the address at St Mary’s Church and 
talk about his experiences in the Army. 

The officer who is a member of the Gurkha 
regiment based in Folkestone, was badly 
injured in Afghanistan after an explosion 


struck him and two fellow soldiers. 

Mr Lamb said: “I think the address coming 
from a soldier who has recently been involved 
in active service will be very poignant.” 

The soldier is currently undergoing rehabili¬ 
tation to recover from his wounds. 

Mr Lamb said: “He can relate to people 
because he has been involved. People’s fives are 
being really disrupted by what is happening and 
he can help them because he has gone through 
it. We can only speak on a compassionate level.” 

Mr Lamb added ‘What the British Legion 
does is an amazing job. Jim and Rosemary 
Butcher who are our welfare officers are now 
amongst the top in the country. They dealt with 
more than 600 cases this year alone.” 


The mother of Sergeant Dave Wilkinson, 
from Ashford, who was killed in July last year, 
will be attending the ceremony. She has suc¬ 
cessfully appealed to have his name added to 
the fist on the Ashford memorial. Sergeant 
Wilkinson, 33, was killed by an explosion dur¬ 
ing a routine joint patrol with the Afghan 
National Army in Gereshk, Helmand Province. 

People can gather at the war memorial off 
Church Lane at 10.30am for the Armistice Day 
ceremony. The service of remembrance will be 
held in St Mary the Virgin Church at 11.30am. 

Towns and villages around the borough will 
also be holding ceremonies at 11am.

Planning chiefs 
set for decision 

PLANS for 350 homes off Hunter 
Avenue will be discussed by council 
planning chiefs next week. 

The decision on the development on 
the former Newtown railway works was 
deferred in September by the council. 

Now a decision is due on Monday. 

Initial designs for the scheme by 
Fairview Homes were rejected by the 
council after a public consultation exercise 
and a report from the South East Regional 
Design Panel. It criticised the design for 
not fitting in with the context of the area 
and for having a public open space area 
next to the Channel Tunnel rail fink. 

A new design has been submitted 
addressing the design panel’s concerns 
and putting the public space at the cen¬ 
tre of the development. 

A council spokesman said: “To allow 
planning officers at the council sufficient 
time to prepare a full and detailed report 
it was agreed that this application be 
deferred to a subsequent meeting.” 

The site is located close to the town 
centre and the council is keen to see it 
used as part of its future housing targets.

IT’S been nicknamed ‘The Truffle’ 
and it’s the latest bizarre piece of art 
erected in the town centre. 

The Bolt, designed by artist John 
Atkin, is the focal point of the 
junction between West Street and 
Elwick Road. But many say the 
rusty dome - which from a distance 
resembles a chocolate truffle - is 
nothing but an eye-sore. 

The sculpture is made out of corten 
steel which is designed to rust, 
giving it a protective coating that 
never requires painting or preserva¬ 
tion maintenance. 

What’s more it is designed to allow 
the flow of two-way traffic to 
manoeuvre around the tight comer 
at the junction of the two roads. 

Its installation was due to coincide 
with the opening of the final part of 
the ring road to complete the entire 
circuit going two-way.

JOHN Newington was only 14 when 
he died in an air raid on Ashford in 
which 50 people were killed. 

Now his story and many others will be told 
at an exhibition on Sunday, to coincide with 
Remembrance Sunday. 

Photographs, letters and memorabilia will 
trace the lives of those named on Kennington 
War Memorial who died in World War One 
and Two. 

Details about where they lived, went to 
school and worked, and the events surround¬ 
ing their deaths have been researched by 
husband and wife team Robin and Jill 
Britcher, of Faversham Road. 

Mr Britcher said: ‘We had an excellent 
response to our appeal for information and we 
have many moving stories to tell. 

“Jimmy Allchin was in the RAF and came 
home to Church Road, Kennington, to cele¬ 
brate his 21st birthday in November 1941. 

“A week later he was killed on his first mis¬ 
sion when his plane ran out of fuel and 
crashed in the North Sea. 

“Frank Hollands was captured by the 
Japanese in Singapore and forced to work on 
the infamous Burma railway. His last letter 
home makes very emotive reading.” 

Kennington was bombed three days before 
Christmas 1942, killing mother-of-six Edith 
Smith of Grosvenor Road and Sarah Gray of 
Fleet Villas. 

Among those who died in World War One 
were brothers Percy and John Vidler - killed 
within a month of each other. Percy played 
cricket for Kennington and was top of the bat¬ 
ting averages in the two years before the war. 


Alex Jennings, of Kennington Hall, was 
studying in Zurich when war broke out in 
August 1914. He was desperate to enlist, but 
his father persuaded him to stay and take his 
final exam. Half an hour after it was over Alex 
was on his way home. He died, aged 22, when 
his one-seater bi-plane was shot down. 


Mr Britcher said: ‘We hope that people in 
the community will now be able to remember 
all those who died as more than just names 
carved in stone.” 

The exhibition is in St Mary’s Church Hall, 
Kennington, from 10am-4pm. Admission free.

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New funding to allow 
free swimming for old 

A £40,000 cash boost from the local primary 
care trust is set to ensure free swimming for 
the over-60s at pools in Ashford and Tenterden. 

The council rejected adopting the 
Government-funded free swimming scheme 
for over-60s and under-16s claiming there 
would be a hefty cash shortfall it could not 
afford to pick up. 

But the PCT says it will pay £40,000 which 
should keep afloat the plans for free swim¬ 
ming for the elderly. 

The PCT is also funding five other nearby 
councils that have signed up for the scheme. 

Neighbouring authority Canterbury has 
decided to introduce both parts of the scheme 
which begins in April 1 next year - although 
Swale has also rejected the proposal. 

Head of culture and leisure services at 
Ashford council Mark Carty said: “We welcome 
the PCTs targeted funding, we believe that 
this will make a difference in the community.”

Q How long have you been connected with the Ashford 
area? 

A I have lived in Ashford for 40 years and my 
roots are firmly planted here. I have a love 
for Ashford and hope never to move away. My 
husband and children were bom here. I have 
worked with people in the town for more than 
20 years.

What do you think of the town? 


A We have a lot of good things here - a new 
swimming pool, cinema and bowling alley - 
and are an expanding town of the future.

How did you get involved in the mediation service? 


A I have always worked with people, helping 
and supporting them. I am a trained coun¬ 
sellor and the skills needed for mediation - lis¬ 
tening skills, being non-judgmental and trying 
to bring peace into situations - made it a nat¬ 
ural progression for me. 

Q What is the history of mediation in Ashford and what is 
the idea behind it? 

A Mediation in Ashford goes back to 1990 
with a small group of people - including 
residents, housing agencies and Ashford coun¬ 
cil - setting up a neighbourhood mediation 
service. 

This was to help people who were having 
problems regarding noise, parking, children, 
boundaries, antisocial behaviour and so on. 


Q How does the system work and what sort of issues do 
you mediate on? 

A There are several ways people can use our 
service. They can refer through an agency, 
or self-referral by ringing 01233 663488 or 
emailing ashfordmediation@hotmail.com. 

Now, apart from neighbourhood mediation 
we have also set up peer mediation in schools, 
teaching children to be mediators. 

We also have cases for family mediation. We 
are a free and confidential service and a regis¬ 
tered charity.

people in families. We can train them free. It 
can also be used on their CVs as experience 
when looking for employment.

Are you a fan of modern technology? 


A Very successful. Sometimes neighbours, 
after talking to us and their neighbours, 
realise the stresses the other person is under 
and they try to support each other or become 
friendly. Often by having mediation the prob¬ 
lem may be resolved and not have to go to 
court. But the process is voluntary and if one 
party is unwilling to talk we cannot help them. 


A We are grateful for funding from Ashford 
council, Moat, Crime Prevention and other 
donations from agencies and people. 


How can people get involved? What skills do they need? 


A We need mediators of all ages for all our 
projects. We are also keen to train young 
people aged between 18-25 to support young 


A Yes, I love my mobile phone and laptop, it 
makes life much easier. Although when I 
forget to bring it to work or my laptop plays 
up, I feel I rely on these things too much. 

Q When you are not involved in mediation what else do 
you do? 

A I work for the Primary Care Trust as a 
health trainer, supporting people giving up 
smoking, and promote healthy eating and 
weight management and physical exercise. 
They are recruiting now and we offer free one- 
to-one sessions to support lifestyle changes. I 
am also operations director of Future Dance. 
We carry out freestyle dance in primary 
schools in Kent. We have 21 at present. 

I don’t get much free time, but when I do I 
write music and poetry, go to church and 
babysit my grandchildren. 

Q lf you were marooned on a desert island, who would 
you like your only companion to be? 

A If it wasn’t my husband and family, it 
would have to be Sir Richard Branson. I 
like the way he runs his businesses. He has 
many companies under the Virgin umbrella 
and that is how we see Future Dance develop¬ 
ing. I would ask him how he made the first 
million. I love the entrepreneurial spirit.

Literary triumph from 
chronicles of disaster

A SERIES of bizarre tales - some 
long forgotten - has been compiled 
in a new book by author Phil Mason. 

His Kent Chronicles of Catastrophe and 
Disaster, just published by Countryside Books, 
collects colourful and strange incidents which 
have taken place in history. 

These include a man run over 12 times by a 
train on the North Kent line and another train 
accident which almost killed Charles Dickens, 
near Staplehurst in 1865, when the 
Folkestone to London boat train hit a bridge. 

Mr Mason, from Gillingham, has lived in 
Kent for 20 years and this is his sixth book. 

He said: “It is not a dry chronology, nor does 
it pretend to be a comprehensive account of 
every terrible event. 

“Instead I have chosen to shine the spotlight 
on the stranger, more curious and lesser- 
known side of Kent’s history.” 

Also included are details of a First World 
War disaster when a munitions depot in 
Faversham exploded, killing 106 people. 

Such was the force of the explosion that win-

dows were shattered over a 20-mile radius and 
the bang could be heard 50 miles away. 

The first UFO sighting officially acknowl¬ 
edged in the UK took place over Sheemess in 
1912, while in October 1134, during one of 
Britain’s worst droughts, the River Medway 
dried up. 

An unusual combat death is recorded when 
a pair of German aircraft attacked the Ashford 
to Lydd train during the Second World War. 


A shot hit the engine and debris flew into the 
air, including the steam locomotive’s funnel, 
which struck one of the attacking planes, caus¬ 
ing it to crash in flames after it careered into 
telegraph wires. 

The defeat of a French invasion at Sandwich 
is also examined, as is a tor¬ 
pedo which ran aground 
during testing and caused 
panic across Heme Bay. 

The sinking of a paddle- 
steamer called the Princess 
Alice in the Thames is also 
recalled, as is a catalogue of 
disasters close to the Good¬ 
win Sands. 

The Princess Alice is the 
UK’s worst-ever civilian 
shipping accident, as it claimed almost 800 
lives. 

Other tales include the loss of both Amy 
Johnson and Glenn Miller in mysterious air 
crashes, Caesar’s invasion 2,000 years ago, the 
visit of Tsar Peter the Great and paranoia 
about a Nazi tunnel under the sea. 

The author said: “Owing to its geographical 
position as the gateway to Britain, Kent has 
witnessed more than its fair share of great 
events.” 



Superbug 

A TOTAL of 269 patients in Kent and 
Medway caught the superbugs MRSA 
and Clostridium difficile between April 
and June this year. 

However, the county saw 55 per cent 
fewer cases of the healthcare-associated 
infections than over the same period in 
2007, the latest Health Protection 
Agency (HPA) figures show. 

Nationally, C diff rates have fallen by 
more than a third, which officials put 
down to improved hand-washing and a 
clampdown on over-prescribing anti- 


infections 

biotics. The figures are those combined 
from Dartford and Gravesham, Maid¬ 
stone and Tunbridge Wells and East 
Kent Hospitals University NHS tmsts 
and Medway NHS Foundation Tmst, as 
well as Bromley Hospitals and Queen 
Mary’s Sidcup tmsts. 

In all the tmsts, since the period April 
to June 2006, the number of MRSA 
cases has gone down, from 68 to 34 this 
year. The number of patients with C diff 
has fallen from 502 in 2006 to 196 in 
2008, the HPA data show. Laura 



Probert, of the National Concern for 
Healthcare Infections, said: “Safe¬ 
guarding funding for infection preven¬ 
tion and control can help as this is often 
the first pot that gets raided whenever a 
tmst is in financial difficulty.” 

The campaigner, whose mother died 
from C diff at the William Harvey Hos¬ 
pital in Ashford, said KOS Media’s cam¬ 
paign to highlight the importance of 
hand hygiene in the fight against killer 
bugs was important in raising aware¬ 
ness about hand-washing.

'We are easing 
congestion on 
the school run' 

A HOST of schemes designed to slash the 
number of school children being regularly 
driven to school is delivering results, county 
council chiefs claim. 

Kent County 
Council has released 
figures which reveal 
an estimated 3,000 
fewer pupils in the 
last academic year 
are being driven in. 

In 2006/07, sam¬ 
ple data showed 
35.6 per cent of 
pupils were being 
driven to school. 

For the 2007/08 
school year, that fig¬ 
ure had reduced to 
34.1 per cent. 

With more than 
211,000 young peo¬ 
ple attending Kent schools, the council has 
hailed this as “a major step towards tackling 
congestion in the county”. 

It follows a number of schemes rolled out by 
KCC to supplement the Government- 
required school travel plans. Among them are: 

• The Kent Freedom Pass - a scheme that 
allows students aged between 11 and 16 to 
travel on buses anywhere in Kent. 

• Working with charity Sustrans to employ a 
Bike It officer in the Ashford area and encour¬ 
aging cycling to school across the county. 

• Working with bus companies to establish 
any issues around behaviour on buses and 
find solutions, so pupils, drivers and the pub¬ 
lic feel comfortable using them. 

• Rating school travel plans to maintain inter¬ 
est and providing additional funding to sup¬ 
port schools with ‘platinum’ status - achieved 
through introducing sustainable travel 
schemes. 

KCC leader Cllr Paul Carter said: ‘Nation¬ 
ally, walking and cycling to school has 
declined in the past 20 years so it is great that 
Kent is bucking that trend. 

“KCC has worked with parents, pupils, 
teachers and transport companies to offer real 
alternatives and incentives for people to 
change their travel habits. 

‘Not only is it healthier for parents and 
pupils, it cuts down on congestion to keep 
Kent moving.”

LIBERTY CAPPED: Magic mushrooms are illegal 


Not so mushroom 
for debate after 
law is tightened 

FOLLOWING police seizures of so- 
called magic mushrooms this autumn, it 
is clear many people remain uncertain 
about the legal situation regarding the 
fungi. 

There is a widespread belief that pick¬ 
ing the hallucinogenic psilocybin mush¬ 
room is legal but preparing it for con¬ 
sumption in any form is not. 

That is not the case. The Drugs Act 
2005 ended the situation in which fresh 
magic mushrooms were legal but those 
which were dried or prepared for use 
were not. 

The Home Office ruled the hallucino¬ 
genic drug was harmful to some users - 
especially vulnerable people and those 
with mental health problems - and 
acted to clarify the law. 

Home Office Minister Paul Goggins 
said in a statement: “Magic mushrooms 
come under Clause 21 of the Drugs Act 
2005. It is now an offence to import, 
export, produce, supply, possess or pos¬ 
sess with intent to supply magic mush¬ 
rooms, including in the form of growing 
kits.” 

Exceptions will be made for people 
who unknowingly pick the mushrooms 
in the wild or find them growing in their 
garden. Critics have argued the act is 
difficult to police. 

Although some do grow in the wild, the 
vast majority of hallucinogenic mush¬ 
rooms sold on the open market come 
from farms in Holland. 

Users experience effects ranging from 
intensification of colours, lights and 
sounds to hallucinations. 

Negative effects can include vomiting, 
disorientation and anxiety.

PAUL 
JERVIS 

The ex-soldier, who 
lived for ten years in 
Charing, discusses the 
difficulty in returning 
to normal life after 
leaving the Army 

How do you know the Ashford area? 

I live elsewhere now, but was here for about ten years. 

What did you do before? 

I was in the Royal Bodyguard section of the Household 
Cavalry. I went in as a boy soldier at 15 and left when I was 
27 I did enjoy my time in the Army, although the bullying 
was bad. You expect that in an elite regiment, it's all part of 
the toughening-up process. I left because as an non¬ 
commissioned officer (NCO) there was no way I could make 
it up the ladder. 

What do you think of the Army now? 

I feel sorry for those serving today because they are not 
exactly thanked for what they are doing. I had a lot of 
problems after coming out of the Army. I suffered from post- 
traumatic stress, but didn't know what it was. I had 20 
difficult years and finally got access to a mental health unit. 
Once you have been in a situation where you are picking up 
your mate's entrails, you just switch off to the world. At the 
time you deal with it and don't know how things are 
affecting you. Then it hits you later and you realise 
something is not right. It's only now that I am getting help.

Eco-footprint research 
step in right direction 

Kent Green Party praises Ashford council 
for commissioning research to establish its 
overall ecological footprint. 

The party has written to other councils 
in Kent asking them to do the same. 

Information from such a process will 
help our councils use their very scarce 
resources more effectively. 

Ecological footprinting can reduce waste, 
encourage re-use of materials and lead to 
cuts in greenhouse gas emissions. 

It should be standard procedure for all 
councils to commission ecological 
footprints, but it is not yet law. 

We urge local councils in Kent to follow 
Ashford’s lead, because it is clearly a path 
towards greater efficiency and ecologically- 
sustainable development. 

There is, however, one major problem for 
councils in reducing their ecological 
footprint. 

Kent County Council’s Local Transport 
Plan promotes the management of 
increases in traffic throughout the county. 

Increases in air pollution, noise, waste of 
resources in short journeys all of these 
follow from the KCC approach. 

Until our local councils can persuade 
KCC to adopt traffic reduction measures, 
especially in urban areas, a large part of 
the ecological footprint in each area will 
not be addressed.

A 20mph speed limit will 
let us reclaim the streets 

Kent Green Party is advocating 20mph limits 
for all residential areas to improve safety for 
pedestrians and cyclists. 

Over two-thirds of all road casualties 
happen on built-up roads. A survey of the 
introduction of 20mph zones found that child 
road accidents declined by 67 per cent, cyclist 
accidents by 29 per cent and traffic flow by 
27 per cent. 

At 20mph drivers can have eye contact 


with other users of the street, pedestrians 
feel safer and children can play outside. 

While the UK’s roads are among the safest 
in Europe, walkers and cyclists are still 
intimidated by high speeds. The leading 
cause of death to children over the age of five 
is road crashes. The number of cyclists killed 
has risen by 30 per cent since 2003. 

The UK Commission for Integrated 
Transport has reported 20mph limits as “the 
one critical success factor underpinning best 
practice in promoting walking, cycling and 
public transport as alternatives to the private 
car”.

Quintessential English splendour

NORTHAMPTONSHIRE is too 
often overlooked for its neighbour 
Warwickshire, which revels in its 
‘Heart of England’ moniker. 

And that’s a mistake. Sharing as it does the 
rolling countryside and beautiful old world vil¬ 
lages and houses that can only be England, 
the county deserves a visit. 

Brilliant motorway access makes it easy to 
reach for a weekend break and there’s a host 
of places to visit from Princess Diana’s family 
home of Althorp Park to the famous 
Silverstone race circuit. There’s also Rocking¬ 
ham Park, Boughton House and Holdenby 
Manor to while away a few delightful horns. 

Be prepared to relax. Even as the autumn 
chill took hold, the roaring log fire in the beau¬ 
tiful Fawsley Hall hotel meant you could have 
been in another century. 

The elegant Tudor mansion, just south of 
Daventry claims Queen Elizabeth I as a for¬ 
mer guest so you’re in good company and 
when you decide to put down your gin and 
tonic and make your way to the restaurant, 
the food is magnificent. Trust the maitre’d and 
you will sample some truly delightful food, 
from a chicken liver and foie gras pate that 
was perfect, to beautifully presented sea bass 
or roast lamb that melted in the mouth. 

The house was built by Richard Knightley in 
the 15th century and the suite used by 
Elizabeth I in 1575 can still be seen, with its 
high roof, sumptuous four-poster bed and deli-

cately carved fireplace. And if you fancy a 
stroll, the picturesque parkland with its 
woods, lakes and sweeping lawns, was 
designed by Capability Brown in the 1760s 
and 70s. As you’d expect, there’s a spa and fit¬ 
ness suite, but you’ll be surprised there’s also 
a cinema. Unfortunately we missed the 
9.30pm film; the evening meal was just too 
good and the chance to sprawl again in front of 
the roaring log fire too appealing. 

We shared our time in the county with a stay 
at nearby Hellidon Lakes. A more modem 
hotel that is popular with golfers and owned 
by the award-winning QHotel group, it too 
offered a splendid base from which to explore 
Northamptonshire. 

But where should we visit? Princess Di’s for¬ 
mer home had some attraction, after all it has 
become a place of pilgrimage for so many and 
it seemed right to go and take a look. But on 
the recommendation of a fellow guest we 


decided to take a look 
around nearby Canons 
Ashby. This Elizabethan 
manor house, mn by the 
National Trust, and 
almost unaltered from 
how it would have 
looked in 1710, was 
beautiful with its period 
wall paintings and deli¬ 
cate Jacobean plaster- 
work. 

It boasts a surprisingly 
grand church and the 
remains of the 12th 
century Augustinian pri¬ 
ory from which the 
house takes its name. 

Food features high on any short break and 
alongside some excellent restaurants there 
are dozens of pubs offering great value grub. 

Lunch came courtesy of the restaurant at 
the Plough Inn in the tiny village of Everdon. 
Great service in a traditional country pub that 
is as popular with locals as it is visitors. 

The weekend drew to a close far too quickly 
and the 150-mile return drive to Kent. The Ml 
is easiest but a 35-minute detour toward the 
M40 out of the county into Warwickshire gives 
you a look at the castle or, of course, Stratford 
upon Avon for a little Shakespearean action. 

What Northamptonshire offers is a genuine 
slice of England. All American visitors should 
be told to see it and the great part is it’s so cen¬ 
tral you really can use it as a base to visit so 
many places.

RICKY Gervais has come 
a long way since playing 
nightmarish boss David 
Brent in The Office. 

After becoming famous for 
Brent’s social faux pas and terri¬ 
ble dancing, he’s become a 
comedic force to be reckoned with 
around the world. The Office is 
one of the most successful British 
exports of all time and he has a 
number of awards to add to his 
name to prove it. 

These days he mingles with 
Hollywood heavyweights like 
Robert De Niro, Ben Stiller and 
Samuel L Jackson, but you won’t 
see the 47-year-old losing sight of 
his Reading roots. 

“I’ve only been in this business 
for seven years and I still pinch 
myself, particularly with how well 
The Office did and the people we 
got to work in Extras,” he says. 

“I mean, it’s still weird to me 
that even Robert De Niro has 
heard of me, let alone wants to fly 
to England for a day. It’s very 
strange.” 

Ricky insists he won’t lose him¬ 
self to fame and fortune. 

“I still know why I’m doing it. I 
do it for the creative process, and 
only that. This [speaking to the 
press] is fun, and awards shows 
are fan, and the money’s good - 
actually, it’s brilliant - but I do it 
because something in you has to 
do it. And I think you’ve got to 
remember that, otherwise it will 
be weird.” 

He adds, laughing: “You’ll see 
me next year - I’ll be about nine 
stone and big white teeth, Simon 
Cowell’s teeth!” 

Now the actor-writer-director is 
taking on his first leading 
Hollywood role in supernatural 
comedy Ghost Town, following 


cameo appearances in Stardust 
and Night At The Museum. 

“I never thought my first film 
would not be written by me or 
Stephen Merchant [collaborator 
on The Office and Extras],” he 
admits. “But quite simply I’d been 
offered hundreds of scripts over 
the last few years, and this is the 
best I’ve read in that time.” 

Ghost Town sees Ricky play a 
dentist who has the ability to 


communicate with ghosts after a 
near-death experience, but he 
openly admits he’s not into that in 
real life: “I don’t believe in ghosts 
or fairies or ghouls or ESP or crys¬ 
tals or any of those things.” 

Another first for Ricky, 
described as the “master of the 
comedy of the uncomfortable”, is 
playing the romantic hero, 
although he says his character is 
not a conventional male lead. 


VIEW THIS PREVIEW 
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“My fear was people thinking 
I’m taking myself seriously so it 
was important that the romantic 
element was different and awk¬ 
ward, and I just didn’t want that 
ending where the music swells up 
and I get the girl in the tradition¬ 
al way, because it would be nause¬ 
ating,” he explains. 

“People would go, ‘Who does he 
think he is? Look at him’. 

“I don’t need to be George 
Clooney or Brad Pitt. I’ve got the 
bone structure, it’s just well- 
hidden.” 

He may not be Brad, but Ricky 
has his own Angelina in TV pro¬ 
ducer and author Jane Fallon, 
whom he has been with for 26 
years. The couple met while they 
were studying at university, and 
have homes in London and New 
York. 

Ricky, whose next project is 
directing Jennifer Garner, Rob 
Lowe and Jonah Hill in This Side 
Of The Truth, says his dream role 
would be playing a villain. 

“I would love to play really 
crazily bad, the worst person ever, 
that would be funny,” he reveals. 

“Like Hannibal Lecter but with 
less moral conscience.”

Not a licence to 
print money, but 
a professional 
business option 

LANDLORDS will need a licence-to-let 
and a business plan to take out a mort¬ 
gage, under new proposals published by 
the Government. 

In a report that could halt the activi¬ 
ties of buy-to-let investors, independent 
housing policy experts recommended 
measures that would turn letting prop¬ 
erty into a business rather than a bit of 
cash on the side. 

The review, designed to root out land¬ 
lords who provide a poor standard of 
accommodation, also proposed tax incen¬ 
tives that could include changes to 
stamp duty and capital gains tax for pro¬ 
fessional landlords to encourage them to 
buy more properties. 

Dr Julie Rugg, the author of the report, 
said: “We want to see a new culture of 
renting, where landlords view them¬ 
selves as hands-on businesspeople not 
hands-off investors.” 

The licence would mean that land¬ 
lords who fail to measure up could have 
points deducted or lose it altogether and 
be banned from letting property - rather 
in the manner of a driving licence 

Slight increase in 
mortgage lending 

MORTGAGE lending picked up slightly 
in September but remained near record 
lows as the housing market continued to 
struggle. 

A total of 23,422 mortgages for house 
purchase were approved by British 
banks last month, up from a record low 
of 21,342 in August when summer holi¬ 
days helped push figures down. 

There was also more positive news as 
estate agents reported a slight rise in 
sales for the month. 

Each agent sold an average of six prop¬ 
erties in September, up from five in 
August - the first rise since January, 
according to the National Association of 
Estate Agents. 

However, mortgage lending in 
September remained near the lowest on 
record and is below the six-month aver¬ 
age of 27,481, the British Bankers’ 
Association’s figures show. 


PROPERTY group Connells has 
just celebrated its most successful 
sales and lettings month of the 
year in Kent - and it says it’s not 
all doom and gloom in the county’s 
housing market. 

Staff say this shows recent initiatives have 
helped stimulate trade and make people 
aware moving is still an option. 

They added that the rental market is also 
picking up and said as long as estate agents 
are realistic in what they expect to make and 
consider their prices carefully, the market 
need not stagnate. 

Area partner Mark Weller said: “The results 
show that the property market in Kent is

active and that large numbers of people are 
still moving or looking to rent. 

‘With the summer holidays over and people 
thinking about moving into a new place before 
Christmas, we have seen a surge not only in 
the number of instructions but also in tied-up 
sales. 

We expect this trend to continue as the 
recent reduction in interest rates could be just 
the incentive needed for those who were hesi¬ 
tating about buying. 

“Houses will continue to sell, as long as ven¬ 
dors are realistic and their agent is prepared 
to work really hard on their behalf, using 


every opportunity to bring a property to the 
attention of as many buyers as possible.” 

Other upsurges have been seen across the 
market. Canterbury was recently voted as 
having a continuing appeal to buyers. 

David Bexon of SmartNewHomes.com said 
of the city: “Homebuyers are keen to buy into 
impressive history and status as a World 
Heritage Site. 

“The local economy has grown substantially, 
with thousands of businesses based in the city 
centre and plenty of job opportunities.”

Our lavishly-specc’d car struggled to justify 
its £41,590 price tag. 

Where A4 cabin feels well-made, roomy and 
durable at the £20,000 end of the market, it 
looks hideously over-priced at the other end. 

Enough about shortcomings though, 
because there is plenty to laud too and 
especially when equipped with the creamy six- 
cylinder 237bhp 3.0TDI diesel - the perfect 
riposte to claims that petrol engines are still 
best for refinement. 

There is lots of pulling power on tap and the 
Quattro system transfers this tidily to the 
road to deliver 0-62mph in 6.3 seconds and a 
great drive - one of best on test this year. 

The long wheelbase, wide track, low-slung 
stance and light weight plant the car well on 
the road and it comers with a flat stance and 
lovely poise, again aided by the Quattro system. 

The ride is not harsh though and the A4 
feels classy on the motorway, helped by that 
big cabin and, if fitted, the £1,100 ‘Open Sky 5 
panoramic sunroof.

Firms clamping down 
on 'social networking' 

ONE in three firms in southern England 
has tough policies for stopping staff social 
networking, according to new research. 

UK firms are the strictest in Europe for 
not allowing staff to access Facebook and 
other social networking sites at work. 

A new report by mobile network 
provider 3 reveals that millions of us are 
social networking during office hours. 

Thirty per cent of people in the region 
surf social networking sites while at work 
and experts have now coined the term 
‘social networking 5 to describe the trend. 

It has reached endemic proportions but 
bosses aren’t impressed, with many now 
imposing official restrictions. 

Contract hard sell 

BUSINESSES are still overlooking one of 
the most critical parts of a firm - IT sup¬ 
port - says a county expert. 

Stuart Kenny, director of Liquid 
Knowledge in Ashford, said: “Many busi¬ 
nesses renew their IT contract habitually 
and have found their contracts are either 
lacking in terms of support or far exceed 
their requirements. 

“Basic hardware warranties offer limit¬ 
ed peace of mind as modem IT equipment 
is robust and stable. 

“Only 10 per cent of all warranty claims 
involve hardware. The other 90 per cent 
relate to software and it is only when soft¬ 
ware problems have to be resolved that 
the business owner realises their warran¬ 
ty is hardware-based only.” 

Data security deficit 

A LARGE part of the South East’s work¬ 
force does not know how or where personal 
and company data is stored. 

They also do not understand the impor¬ 
tance of keeping data secure, according to a 
survey commissioned by data centre and 
computer room specialists Migration 
Solutions. Almost half of respondents sur¬ 
veyed had never heard of data centres. 

And 39 per cent had no idea where their 
company data was stored, while 45 per cent 
of respondents believed their company’s 
data was stored on the server. 

Half were unsure if their company backed 
up its data, while a tenth knew for sure that 
their company did not. 

A quarter believed a long-term IT disaster 
at head office, such as flood or fire, would 
have no impact on the business at all.

Savers batten down 

the economic hatch 



PENNY WISE: Savers in the South East are the canniest in the country

MORE than three-quarters of South East small- 
business owners are holding onto their cash rather 
than making immediate decisions about investment 
because of economic uncertainties. 

According to new research by Bank of Scotland Business Banking, 
over the next 12 months, two in five plan to put aside money for 
future investment in the business, while a third plan to put aside 
money in savings to earn interest. 

A third plan to put aside money for insurance against hard times 
and a further worsening in economic conditions. 

Britain’s small-business owners are currently saving more than £1 
billion every month, and a quarter of SMEs in the South East are 
investing more back into their business than they are saving. 

Slightly more are saving and investing in equal amounts, and only 
one in eight is saving more each month than they are investing back 
into the business. A third of small-business owners are neither sav¬ 
ing nor investing. 

Peter Wood, head of strategy and products at Bank of Scotland 
Business Banking, said: “In a more cautious economic climate, where 
saving is prioritised over investment, it’s vital that SMEs find the 
best home for their surplus cash.” 

Meantime, with individuals, almost a third of people in the South 
East have changed spending habits in the last six months and spent 
less to cope with the credit crunch - and the region now has the 
biggest savers. 

The average savings balance is £15,493 compared with a national 
average of £12,703. Scots are reckoned to be the worst savers, with 
an average stash of £9,939 

Figures released by Lloyds TSB Consumer Banking reveals that 
more than half of respondents in the region are taking action to clear 
their debts. Individuals in the South East have, on average, unse¬ 
cured debt of £2,800, slightly above the national average of £2,771. 

A third have increased the amount they pay off each month, com¬ 
pared with only 24 per cent in the North East - the UKs most 
indebted region. 

However, when it comes to long-term saving, 32 per cent of respon¬ 
dents say they do not have a pension, while 57 per cent admit they 
are concerned about not having enough money for retirement. 

In fact, one in five of inhabitants in the region has less than £500 
in their savings, leaving them potentially vulnerable to financial dif¬ 
ficulty in these uncertain times. 

Over half of savers in the South East say they are putting money 
aside for a rainy day or emergencies. Almost a third are saving for 
holidays and 27 per cent are putting money away for their retire¬ 
ment. One in five say they are saving for future increases in house¬ 
hold bills.

KENT’S reliance on Kolpak players as a 
“stopgap” appears to be at an end with 
the emergence of a crop of new young¬ 
sters, according to skipper Rob Key.

Sam Northeast, Charlie Hemphrey 
and Alex Blake will push their claims 
for inclusion at the start of the season. 

Meanwhile, Pakistan all-rounder 
Yasir Arafat followed Neil Dexter and 


Matt Walker out of the club last week 
after re-signing for Sussex. 

The 26-year-old, who joined Kent in 
2006 from Sussex, performed admirably 
for the county in his two years at St 
Lawrence. 

He was leading wicket-taker in one-day 
and Twenty20 cricket last season, but his 
decision to sign for Indian Premier 
League side Kolkata Knight Riders forced 
Kent’s hand as it meant he would not 
have been available for the whole season. 

Kent now begin the search for a new 
overseas star, with Key not ruling out 
the possibility of using two players over 
the course of the year.

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No Olympic hangover 
as Staff sprints to title

OLYMPIC champion 
Jamie Staff made a vic¬ 
torious return to the 
Track Cycling scene 
with a comfortable vic¬ 
tory in the Team Sprint 
at the World Cup meet¬ 
ing in Manchester on

The event was Staffs first 
competitive race since he 
clinched the Olympic gold 
medal in Beijing just two 
months ago. 

A huge home crowd turned 
out for the meeting at the 
Manchester Velodrome to 
witness the Team GB 
Olympic cyclists in action. 

The 35-year-old joined fel¬ 
low Olympic Team Sprint 
champion Jason Kenny and 
Ross Edgar in the trio for the 
Team Sprint competition. 

Staff and the Great Britain 
team qualified for the final 
with ease, finishing fastest in 
the heats. They posted a time 
a second faster than second- 
placed Poland and more than 
a second slower than their 
pace in Beijing. 

With Great Britain’s main 


rivals France, who they beat 
in the Olympic final in 
August, not competing, Staff, 
Kenny and Edgar set up a 
gold medal final with Poland. 

The trio were not phased in 
the final and crossed the line 
almost a second faster than 
Poland with a time of 44.306 
seconds. 

A blistering opening lap by 
Staff gave the Great Britain 
team a half-a-second lead. 
They crossed the line to a 
standing ovation from the 
Manchester crowd. 

The victory for Staff and the 
Great Britain trio will give 
them a boost, as they head 
to the next round of the 
World Cup at Melbourne on 
November 20. 

Staff has already set his 
sights on becoming world 
champion as his next target 
after achieving his ultimate 
goal of being Olympic cham¬ 
pion in the summer. 

With France winning the 
Team Sprint in the last two 
championships, including 
this year’s event at 
Manchester in March, Staff is 
determined to add the crown 
to his impressive career. 

The 2009 World 
Championship takes place in 
Poland in March, which will 
give the Ashford cyclist and 
the Great Britain team time 
to train to reach their peak 
fitness once again.
